With replies sent or on the way 


from half of the 26 nations asked 
by Foreign Minister Briand to par- 
ticipate in discussions for a federa- 
tion of European states, the French 
government today anonunced that it 
considered the progress of negotia- 
tions as "quite satisfactory." 


M. Briand made it known today 


that he expected every invited na- 
tion's response to be in the hands 
of the foreign office by July 15 and 
that he would be in a position to 
make a full report for the league 
of nations meeting in September.

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THE TREATY DEBATE 


"••The controversy between the presi- 
dent and the senate over collateral in- 
formation relating to the London naval 
treat,}' is a repetition of many similar 
disputes in the past. The powers of the 
two branches of government in the 
making of treaties are not explicitly 
defined. The constitutional provision 
that the president "shall have power, 
by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate, to make treaties, provided 
±wo-thirds of the senators present con- 


cur" js ambiguous. This ambiguity 


arises out o£ the uncertainty with 
which the subject was approached by 
the framers of the constitution and the 
problem of combining the sovereignty 
of the states with that of the federal 
government. Concessions were made 
to both points of view, but the pro- 
vision has never been authoritatively 
clarified. 


There is no doubt that in the early 


days of the republic presidents would 
have refused such information, as the 
senate now desires for debate. 
The 


fact is proved by presidential utter- 
ances of the times as well as by execu- 
tive action. Diplomacy has changed 
since then, it is true, but one of the 
principal objections then was that to 
"turn over secret documents to so large 
a body as -the senate would make it 
impossible for them to be kept confi- 
dential, and this argument holds good 
with double force today with a very 
.much larger senate. Indeed, the sen- 
gators now leading the fight for the 
secret files of the department of state 
ask-them for public information and 
senatorial debate. 
- On the one hand the senate feels its 
^dignity and prestige are at stake, but 
"on the other hand is the vastly more 
important duty of not offending for- 
"eign governments and of keeping open 
-the 
ordinary .channels of diplomacy, 


which-today is more nearly open than 
ever before. The information desired 
appears to include private reports of 
Ambassador Dawes to his chief on the 
character aad capacity of the delegates 
selected by the other governments, 
-which could not be of the slightest con- 
-cern to the senate and of no bearing on 
the treaty itself, along with conversa- 
tions between President Hoover and 
Prime Minister MacDonald, which 
whether recorded or not could not be 
regarded as binding agreements be- 
tween the nations. 
There ma}- have 


been pther privately conducted ex- 
changes, but they are to be regarded as 
essential to a preliminary understand- 
ing on which any official 
conference 


had to rest. 
. If these frank exchanges are to be 
-publicly debated, to the disgust and 
objection of foreign governments, the 
incident would lead to other methods 
to circumvent its recurrence and would 
in reality promote secret diplomacy. 
The records are there for whoever has 
a proper official interest in them, and 
for future reference, but it is easily 
•undcrstandable 4hat they may be of a 
character which recommends that they 
3>e withheld from the public and pre- 
served as confidential. 


The attempt of senators to make it 


appear that the president or any per- 
. .son connected with the negotiations is 
attempting to cover up something 
compromising or which alters the com- 
mitments of the treaty itself is man- 
ifestly ridiculous. That is merely prop- 
aganda to discredit the treaty and to 
make political capital. 
It is too far- 


fetched to be taken seriously. 
The 


treaty can be fully and satisfactorily 
judged by the senate on its provisions. 
It speaks for itself. There can be noth- 
ing extraneous, of whatever character, 
which can change its obligations or 
privileges in the slightest degree.

senate. That has been true in practice 
as well as theory. It is worked out this 
way in the whole history of foreign 
affairs. The senate, -therefore, should 
swallow its pride and be satisfied to 
vote on the treaty as submitted- It is as 
competent to do so without the infor- 
mation the president is withholding as 
it could be with the confidential files of 
the state department placed at the dis- 
posal of bombastic orators and ingen- 
ious politicians—probably more com- 
petent. 


A MAN AND HIS FAITH 


A generation that grew up with 


Sherlock Holmes as its favorite mir- 
acle worker cannot look on the death 
of Conan Doyle as anything less than 
a personal loss. The number of human 
beings with really good imaginations 
is never large; Sir Arthur had one, and 
it brought enjoyment and a pleasant 
intellectual stimulation into the lives 
of millions of people. 


Yet it was not solely as the creator 


of Sherlock Holmes that Conan Doyle 
is remembered. 
He had another dis- 


tinction—a faith; bizarre but strong, 
which struck a great many of his fel- 
low mortals as outlandish but which 
nevertheless sustained and helped him 
when he needed help very badly. 


Indeed, now that he is dead it is pre- 


cisely this queer faith of his that sticks 
in one's mind. 


For Conan Doyle was that peculiar 


anomaly." a believer in an age of con- 
firmed, skepticism. Other men might 
debate the question of determinism, 
might suggest that men are no better 
than cunningly-made machines; this 
aged author could pin his life to the be- 
lief that the dead not only lived but 
could be talked to. 
He could see a 


heaven-sent reality beyond the flub- 
dubbery of table-tappings and dim-lit 
seance parlors. - ~ He could look con- 
fidently at the grave as a portal and 
not as a final resting place. 


And this, now that he is gone, is 


what must stick in our minds. Wheth- 
er you scoffed at his faith in spiritual- 
ism or respected it. there is no blink- 
ing this one fact—Conan Doyle, now, 
knows the truth about it. 


It may be, after all, that the proof of 


the pudding lies in the eating of it. The 
works that proceed from faith have 
been accepted, for ages, as proper tes- 
timonials; and for Conan Doyle, at 
least, the faith that was in him was 
something very real and very helpful. 


Read the account of his death. There 


was no terror, no reluctance. He died 
peacefully; and just before he died he 
turned to his wife and said, "You are 
very wonderful." 


Dupe or seer, this man at least had 


found a faith that made death easy. He 
had found a faith that sustained him in 
his old age, a faith that kept him from 
black despair when his son was killed 
in the trenches of France, a faith that 
enabled him to die better than most of 
us will be able to die. 


You can think what you please 


about spiritualism as a faith. But for 
the man who- created Sherlock Holmes, 
at least—it worked.

(Post-Crescent Washington Bureau) 


Washington—Although failing to 


gain the much-sought equality in 
class rates with Illinois, most of "Wis- 
consin is included in the lowest of 
three zones established by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in 
its decision in the western trunk line 
investigation case. 


This territory, known as Zone I, 


includes part of Missouri and Minne- 
sota, and all of Iowa in addition to 
most of ii.9 Badger state, aad its 
"Wisconsin boundry comes 
south 


alocg the western shore of Green 
Bay to Green Bay city and passes 
through and includes Henasha, Wa- 
tertown, lladison and Dodgevffle. It 
goes sourh from Dodgeville to the 
Iliinois-'Wisconsin state line. The 
rates applying in this territory win 
be about 125 per cent of -~-e Dli- 
EO:S scale rate. 


The thin strip of "Wisconsin east of 


Green Bay and the- Zone 1 eastern 
boundary, will take slightly lower 
rates than the rest of the state as 
it is included in a territory known 
as Zone C extended. This will take 
in the cines of BJewaunee, Manitowoc 
Sheboygan and ilihvaukee. 


IX ILLINOIS TERRITORY 


The portion of "Wisconsin south 


of the line from Dodgeville through 
ilacisos to Milwaukee- wOl continue 
to be considered part of Illinois ter- 
ritory as far as freight rates go. 
Kenosha, Racine, and Janesville are 
representative cities in this territory. 


Commissioner Claude R. Porter of 


Iowa, dissented from the decision of 
the commission saying: 


"I *T?_ in thorough disagreement 


wiih the prescription of any rate lev- 
el n "Wisconsin, eastern Minnesota. 
Iowa, and northern Missouri, which 
Is as much <*s 25 per cent higher 
than the i-ate level in Illinois. One 
can look in vain o'cer the commis- 
sion's reports during its approximate- 
ly 43 years of service for a, single 
important case in which it has ever 
approved or prescribed a. rate on 
any commodity in western trunk line 
Zone 1 as much as 25 per cent high- 
er than the rate which it approved 
cr prescribed for Illinois." 


Explaining the somewhat lower 


rates for "Wisconson east of Green 
Bay, the commission states that this 
territory from a standpoint of com- 
mercial aad industrial competition 
Is very like Illinois, but adds that 
"there is austification for &- higher 
general rate level in this section be- 
cause of existing transportation and 
traffic conditions and because it is 
served by roads which are shown to 
be in need of- increased revenues. 


In establishing three zones and 
. different levels of rates the I. C. C. 
said, "under present conditions abso- 
lute uniformity in western trunk line 
territory is not justified nor is it 
practical."

Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas takes 
140 per cent of the Illinois scale of 
rates and Zone HI, including the rest

nois does not pay higher rate levels 
because of this. All of Illinois can 
reach Chicago and other great mar- 
kets under the Illinois and central- 
territory scales, whereas "Wisconsin, 
except a limited portion, must pay 
rates on a, higher level. , 


The commission stated that Wis- 


consin was only indirectly affected 
by the strong competitive carrier 
influence that forced the creation of 
Illinois territory with a low sale.

Xew census figures will service as 


ammunition for legislators who will 
again, after a. decade of quiet, blaze 
forth with arguments and counter 
arguments on reapportionment. 


According to figures compiled by 


the Associated Press, the state's 
present population is 3,000,388, re- 
presenting a gain of 14 per cent ov- 
er the 1920 census when the popula- 
tion was 2,631,839. This increase 
will provide the incentive for a revi- 
sion in representation during the 
next legislative session. 


The first step in the reapportion- 


ment process is the selection of a 
committee on reapportiocment. Un- 
c«r the statute, the legislature must 
name a committee of 16, eleven 
members of which shall be assembly- 
men representing each of the con- 
gressional districts and the others sen- 
ators. In the past, the committee's 
labors have been of short duration 
but acceptance of the new apportion- 
ment, Jfc>y the legislature has been 
preceded by vigorous strife. 


Political fortunes hung in the bal- j 


ance during past reapportionments 
and undoubtedly there will be many 
law makers in the next legislature 
ready to wage another fight for the 
retention or the furtherance of po- 
litical control. The state constitution 
provides that asembly districts may 
be joined if they are contiguous. The 
political aspect of a reapportionment 
tight becomes apparent when there 
looms the possibility of a legislator 
being cheated out of a district and 
another given access to a greater po- 
litical sphere. 


Census figures for 1930 show a 


heavy gain of population in districts 
which had the largest number of 
inhabitants a decade ago. Likewise, 
most of the thinly populated districts 
of 1920 show decreases. The census 
showed that 35. or one less than

Members of 
the Grignon family have lived in 
the house continuously since 
the 


time it was built. 


At the present time three members 


of the Grignon family are 
living 


there. They are Mr. and Mrs. Ross 
Grignon 
and 
Charles Grignon, 


brother of Ross, and both sons of 
Charles A. Grignon. 
It was built near the shore of 


the Fos: river. Its estate included 
more than 640 acres of land that 
extended three miles back from the 
river. Charles A. Grignon, builder 
of the house, was a trader and farm- 
er. The house was noted for its 
hospitality and its large rooms of- 
ten housed as many as 50 guests 
from Appleton to Green Bay, who 
stopped there. It also served as a 
stopping place where the many peo- 
ple who knew the trader did busi- 
ness with him. 


The large fiat leading from the 


front of the house to the river was 
used by Indian hunters who kept 
Sir. Grignon supplied with 
fresh 


meat. They pitched then* tents 
there. In later years this plat of 
ground was severed by the canal. 
Goods going south on the river were 
portaged near th,e Grignon home. 


BUILD THREE STORIES 


There are three -stories to the 


home. The first floor has six rooms, 
the second floor the same number 
and the third floor three rooms. All 
the woodwork in the house is hand 
carved. A massive stairway winds 
from, the hall on the lower floor to 
tfce third story. 


The halls, parlor and the rooms 
upstairs still have the same plaster 
on the walls that was applied when 
the house was built. The other 
rooms were replastered. when light- 
ning struck the house and destroyed 
some of it. The plaster consisted of 
a mixture of marble dust. 


The kitchen was built separate 


from the house proper. This was 
.done so the smell of cooking food 
would not go through the house. A 
jsmaD square window was in the 
rear of the dining room, and food 
was passed through it from 
the 


kitchen, which was about two feet 
from the house. 


A huge porch on the front of the 


house recently was torn down. The 
"buflding was 
put together with 


long wooden pegs. It was heated 
by four large fire places, located in 
the parlor and living room down- 
stairs, and in two bed rooms up- 
stairs. Stoves were later installed. 


XO CELLAR THERE 


There is no cellar under the build- 


ing. 
A root house was built of stone 


in the rear of the home. This was 
constructed to keep out frost 
in 


winter and heat in summer. Vege- 
tables were stored in it in winter and 
in summer it was used as a milk 
house. It was in use until several 
years ago when blasting from a 
near-by quarry destroyed part of it. 


The granary in the back of the 


house contains wood taken from the 
first Grignon home when it was torn

•of Sybaris put on an anti-noise cam- 
paign aboat 500 b. e» and New York 
today is covering much the same 
ground. 
The first formal report of the city's 


noise abatement commission, 
pro- 


claiming a "state of emergency" is, 
according to the neurologists and 
h«a!lh specialists who returned the 
report, the culmination of many cen- 
turies of protest against the in- 
creasing' clatter of the world, bat the 
K«r York movement In activity and 
direction and purpose is the first im- 
portant battle of the kind ever made 
to America. 


Other cities are following. Includ- 
ing St. !>ouis and Philadelphia, and 
health authorities throughout the 
country are predicting that the •war 
against <Sin will shape up into a criti- 
cal and desperate battle for sanity 
against the nerve and mind-wreck- 
ing uproar of the cities which is fll 
ling sanitariums.
